Everything 
that human ingenuity and sciouco can 
suggest toward J insuring a triumph, 
lias been called into requisition on this 
occasion, and wo may perhaps venture 
the assertion, that beioro the lapse of 
another week, we may have direct 
communication with Great Britain. 
On the l3th instant, the fleet loft 
Valentia Bay, having spliced the shore 
end of the cable, and ou the l4th, the 
date of our advices from Englond, 13-4 
miles had beoa paid biit,- iwi^h perfect 
insuIatioQ. 

European affairs are seemingly more 
oomplicatod and threatening than 
ever. The French mediation is a 
failure and peace may bo still regarded 
na out of the question. TUo boUigor-i 
enta in the interval, wore currying 
on a vigoreus campaign. Tiie Prus- 
sians had, according to London jour- 
nals, advanced to within a few days 
march of Vienna, with no groat ob- 
stacles existing to oppose their inarch. 
Thrown again upon her own resources, 
Austria was girding her loins and 
nerving herself for the contest, deter- 
mined, if she could, to maintain her 
position among tbe groat powers of 
Burope j'we admire her pluck, bui 
fear that unless the armed in torventiou 
of Franco, vaguely hinted at in the 
news,' is soon det'ermtddd upon and 
oa^rried into'effeot, her hopes will bo 
aadly orusbed; ; From the Italian bor 
der-tfae news is meagre beyond tbe 
fa'ot^ltat , the eastern division of tbe 
Italian ariny'bad suooeei^ed-ih' making 
itself 'master of fadua, in.Yone- 
tia, within twonty-two miles of Ves 
nice, with which city it communicates 
by tail. The Austriahs were concen- 
trating their forces for tbo defence oi 
^^i^IModAuslria. It remains to be 
Beeo what fresh move the appearance 
of the Frei^^h fleet in the Adriatic 
will produce oh the political chess 
board.

old at tho time ho got them ; I know tho shirt 
produced ; it is Jim's ; the stain on it is dirt; 
I washed the shirt in Now Westminster ; I 
never washed it in Victoria ; Jim did not 
wear the shirt C'J Sunday night ; it was in a 
box ; I know the coat produced ; a long 
limo ago it was Jim's coal ; the shawl pro" 
dnoed . is mine : I got up early on Monday 
morning ; Tom got up oany and lighted tho 
fire ; as soon as the sun got up on Monday 
Jim, Tom, and tho boy , walked out together 
with mo. 

This concluded tho inquiry, and tho Court 
having been cleared tho Jury relumed a ver- 
dict of " wilful murdor, agoinst some person 
or persons unknown," in.wbioh the Coroner 
concurred.
